SUMMARY FOR MAY 
Dry weather continued through May In the southeonlfal val- 
leys of Idaho, causing rangelands and dryland crops to sulfer 
from lack Of sufficient soil moisture. In addition, freezing tem- 
peratures tho morning of the 23rd were responsible for some light 
damage to beets, corn, potatoes and slowed the growth of most 
crops. In Camas Pralrlo spring barley was killed, wheat damaged 
and even alfalfa severely set back by a 10-degree reading record- 
ed at Fairfield on the 23rd. 

Avenge temperatures for the month ranged from 50.R dogroos 
at FaJrfTeld and U.S degrees at Halley lo 80.6 at Gooding and 
Jerome and 62.5 decrees at King Hill. These mean temperature^ 
arc from nround one to nearly five degrees, above normal 
for May, A large range In temperature Extremes occurred, 
though, with highest maximum readings In the 80s to low SOs and 
minimum temperatures In the 20s to low SOs.
